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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/7/05 has been entered. 

Applicant has elected Group I, claims 39-48. Claims 49-57 are withdrawn as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. The elected species are a) a cytostatic agent and b) maleimide. 

Claims 39-48 are pending. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 39 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 39, line 2, recites 
". . . at least one of a therapeutically effective. . the examiner suggests " at least one 
therapeutically effective. . . ". 

Claim 39, line 10, recites "... and acetylene. . . " the examiner suggests "". . . and 
acetylene a ..." 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 39, 43, 44, and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 39, line 7, recites "... antimicotic agent. . . " It is unclear if applicant means 
antimitotic or antimycotic agent. 

Claim 43 recites the limitation "said peptide binding molecule" in line L There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The examiner suggests "covalently 
protein-binding molecular residue" as recited in claim 39. 

Claim 44 recites the limitation "protein-binding molecule" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The examiner suggests "covalently protein- 
binding molecular residue" as recited in claim 39. 

Claim 47 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 47, line 1, recites " . . .further comprising a carrier molecule." It is unclear if this 
differs from the carrier liquid recited in claim 39 or if this is a second carrier. 

All other claims depend directly or indirectly from the rejected claims and are, therefore, 
also rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph for the reasons set forth above. 
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Appropriate correction will bring the claims into allowable form.
